These Croft Lilies are the finest forcing Lily ever developed for pot 
forcing culture. They force easily in a reasonable temperature and are 
considered to be one of the safest varieties for meeting the Easter demand. 
Oregon grown Crofts are shorter growing than the same variety from the 
southern States and the bud count is high in relation to bulb size. It has 
been demonstrated by experience that under usual forcing conditions this 
stock develops the following average bud count when forced properly. 
Grade 6 to 7 inch 2 buds; 7 inch 3 to 4 buds; 7 to 8 inch 4 to 5 buds; 
8 to 9 inch 6 buds; 9 to 10 inch 7 buds. We have had test plants give as 
high as 12 buds on 10 inch bulbs. November planting after four weeks of 
pre-cooling at 40 degrees should make Easter with proper culture. 


Our stock is from the best strains here on the coast, tracing directly 
back to the original Croft planting. This is very important because of the 
amount of dabbling that has been done with these Lilies by people of 
no horticultural background resulting in much mixed stock being offered. 
This. can not be fully appreciated without having had the experience of 
working in the growing district and seeing the many different types of 
bulbs and growers. While there are a lot of Lilies here on the coast this 
year the entire crop is not of good forcing quality.

Croft Lilies In The Garden 


In spite of the fact that these Lilies have been most widely known for 
pot culture and forcing they are a most desirable garden Lily and because 
they do not grow as high as most garden varieties there are many places 
where they are more usefull, We have personally experimented with them 
for this purpose and find them both hardy and easily grown. 


They may be grown in any part of the United States, requiring protection 
only where sub-zero temperature without snow is to be expected. Even in 
these climates they require only a little mulch, about the same as is given 
to perennials. 


The height of the plant in outdoor conditions will vary a good deal 
with the size of the bulb planted. Bulbs of less than 6 inch circumference 
will make a shorter plant — usually about 12 to 18 inches tall — while 
plants grown from 6 inch bulbs and larger will be from 15 to 24 inches 
in most good, fertile garden soils. The bloom count is much greater, size 
for size, compared with forced bulbs grown indoors. The 10 inch bulbs 
often give as many as 18 blooms under good outdoor conditions. Flowers 
are huge, possibly among the largest in the Lily family with trumpets 
often 10 inches long. Their pure white, waxy texture makes them most 
striking and the fragrance is very heavy. They bloom in the garden from 
late June until August, varying somewhat with the locality but the bloom 
are long lasting with a flowering period of 4 to 6 weeks. 


We think that you will find these, as we have, a most desirable retail 
subject. Once your customers have tried them their friends are sure to 
want some too. They may be planted from October through February at 
any time the ground is not frozen or it is possibly better if planting after 
the end of November to pot-into 6 inch pots and carry over the severe 
weather at a temperature just above freezing. The clean, large bulbs and 
bright foliage makes them an attractive retail item whether.sold as dorm- 
ant bulbs or started plants. Try them and you’ll make them a part of your 
regular —s every year.
